There is something about this that kinda bothers me, though. I have long 

felt that if you HAVE to have revival meetings, bang the drum, get out there 
and exercise your RESPONSIBILITY etc. etc., your product might be some- 

how lacking, or at least thought of incorrectly, or positioned in the market 
incorrectly. 

Altho there is a lot of pressure on the high VHF and up, bands, i don't really 
see any increase in users clammoring for HF channels or even VHF. There IS 

a great deal of increase in distribution by means of direct connection and 

by UHF and microwave. 

Personally, i just don't see it as very attractive to get on the air with contem- 
porary ham radio products and exchange numbers, even with someone far away, 

so i will probably sit out this call for a Revival. 

One thing you always have to face is, TIMES CHANGE and we with them. 

( Sorry, Mom, i can't recall the Latin saying you taught me.) "Ham Radio" 

as we knew it in the Classic Age of Radio is over, no longer cutting edge. 
It's now more of a niche interest. However, even in an age of jet transportation, 
sailplanes, homebuilts, and sailboats still exist. There's no reason to really 
think radio as a hobby has to die out, altho it is declining, maybe. 

I see from the auction prices for shortwave radios that there seems to still 
be a high level of interest in them. Probably a lot of this is from us who 
remember when we could hardly think of affording that stuff when it was new. 


But i really don't think it's just all old guys. 

There's still a lot of fun & fascinating aspects to radio & electronics. I think 
the issue is the best ways to get these out in the public eye, not in having any 
responsibility to get on the air and yak so the FCC doesn't pull the plug. 

My 2 cents.

After a while back reading a bunch of negative posts on the Knight 
R-100, i picked up a manual for the set. After scrutinizing the manual, 
i have to say i am impressed with the design -- at least its electrical 
design. Consider: 


1 RF stage with a "good" tube, 6BZ6 

antenna tune control 

separate oscillator and mixer ( altho probably an oscillator buffer 
would have been more helpful ) 

regulated voltage on HF oscillator 

2 IF stages 

separately operable BFO and Q multiplier ( unlike some sets i can 
think of....Lafayette HE-30 and (maybe) a Hammarlund or National) 
printed circuit wiring 

filter choke in power supply 


Now, on the other hand, the 6AZ8 is maybe not the best tube for 
the IF stages. And why leave a left over triode part unused, when 
you could use it for the crystal calibrator? 


But, the weak point, as i see it: the mechanics. The dial markings 
look pretty crappy, and it looks like there's a minimal gear reduction 
for the tuning. The tuning works look at least in the photo, pretty 
much equivalent to the cheapest SW radios. Now, when you put 

out a low price kit like this, you cannot afford to have made some 
heavy solid castings and gear works, like some military radio or 
National, so you have to be a little chintzy. 

I was thinking if this circuit was built into some chassis with the 
robustness of a National product, it would be a real prizewinner, 
BUT-- it would easily have cost twice as much, maybe more.

The design's success is proven by imitation: the Soviet Union/Warsaw Pact 
used the copy of the original British, 2 box design all the way up to the 
jet era, into the 60's - in the MIG-15, MIG-17 and the MIG-19's, and other 
aircraft. The tuning mechanism obviously was holding up very nicely under 
all those G's.... I'm very familiar with these sets and know how they sound 
on the air, in the air... Once in a while, those transmitter/receiver 
sets pop up even now and find their way into collectors' hands. 

As to the top of the frequency range - in aircraft use it's never used above 
136 MHz, that's the top of the aircraft band, even in military use whether 
in the US or the former Soviet Union/Warsaw Pact.

these limitations it worked quite admirably. 


Being spoiled today with many radios to choose from, I'd not 
choose IT as my mainstay, but it worked very well for a Novice with 
no Elmer , no experience, and no idea how to operate except for 
what I read in books (me!). The Knight Star Roamer WAS impossible 
to use as a ham receiver (at least the one I built at age 12). It worked 
but only after a fashion. 


When I purchased the R100, I thought I was in Ham Heaven!

The SCR-522 was a wonderful piece of equipment and launched many amateurs 
hams into the VHF era. 


I remember it well and using a short piece of 2X4 lumber and a penny nail to 
activate the changeover relay --- parts for a 24 VDC power supply were in 
short demand. 


The really unique operational characteristic of the 
SCR-522 radio was is frequency ability it could channel up on the higher VHF 
frequences and the amateur bands without any problem. 


The SCR-522 and the ARC-3 both possessed unique frequency hopping 
capabilities and they easily tuned up in the higher VHF frequencies in the 
140 to 150 Mcs range when "operational requirements" required that the 
mission should vacate the standard air to ground frequencies, thus 
operations above 140 Mcs were common place. ----this became very important 
after WWII when we accessed remote GCI sites, Special Command and Control 
sites, thus making it hard for the "enemy" to find us on the higher 
frequencies particularly in the European Theater It was a busy time for the 
navigator or radio operator when changing crystals in Europe, you don't want 
to drop the crystals on the floor as they often disappeared instantly.

Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.
